Paul VI, in a stirring Christ­ 
mas Message to the world, 
Tuesday called for an end to 
racism, nationalism, poverty 
and social inequality among all 
mankind. 
In what he called “our pro­ 
gram,"

Roman Catholic 
pontitf offered the services of 
the Roman Catholic Church “to 
sustain the efforts of men of 
goodwill to promote the com­ 
mon good, to bring about uni­ 
versal peace, and the brother­ 
hood of all men." 
The Christmas Message, the 
second 
in 
Pope 
Paul's 18- 
mnnth-old reien was 


for television and radio broad­ 
cast by the Vatican Radio and 
networks 
throughout 
Europe 
and elsewhere. 
He renewed in his speech the 
appeal 
f o r disarmament he 
made after seeing the poverty 
of a Bombay slum earlier this 
month. 
to that appeal he urged the 
world leaders to stop the arms 
race and devote part of the 
funds saved for a fight on pov­ 
erty. 


Pope Paul's speech was a 
call for harmony among men 
based on a greatly broadened 
ripmorracv. He said: 


“ Democracy, to which all 
mankind today appeals, must 
take on a more universal as­ 
pect, which will transcend all 
the obstacles that stand in the 
way of the effective brotherhood 
of all men.” 
He referred to “ theobstacles 
which continue to stand in the 
way of human brotherhood," 
and outlined them in this man­ 
ner: 
—“ Nationalism . . . Divides 
peoples, putting them in oppo­ 
sition to one another . . . this 
enemy of human brotherhood is 
today gaining strength . . . we 
appeal to governments and peo­ 
ples to be watchful and to mod­ 
erate 
this 
facile 
instinct of 
prestige and rivalry. For it 
can once again prove fatal." 
—“ Racism . . . Separates and 
opposes the different branches 
constituting the great human 
family, resulting in pride, mis­ 
trust, exclusivism, discrimina­ 
tion and sometimes even op­ 
pression." 
— Militarism: “ We cannot 
help being alarmed at a mili­ 
tarism no longer focussed on 
the legitimate defense of the 
countries concerned or on the 
maintenance of world peace, 
but tending rather to build up 
stockpiles of weapons . . . a 
process which . . . induces men 
to make mutual fear the treach­ 
erous and inhuman basis of 
world peace."

It's against regulations for a 
m ilitary installation to sell liq ­ 
uor unless the base is isolated 
from civilian supplies. Never­ 
theless, the Air Force tiase at 
Homestead, 
Fla., has opened 
two liquor stores. 


The Naval Experimental Sta­ 
tion at Annapolis, \ld., hasalso 
gone into the liquor business. 
Two more liquor stores a re in 
the process of opening at Mc­ 
Connell 
A ir 
Force Base in 
Wichita, Kans., and Griffis Air 
Force Base in Rome, Ga. 


Meanwhile, the Fort Delvoir, 
Va., PX has stopped buying 
beer from local dealers and is 
trucking in cheaper supplies. 
Army truck G-159, driven by 
an enlisted man, has been used 
to haul the beer at the tax­ 
payers* expense. 
Thus the Army violateda Vir­ 
ginia state law which forbids 
other than bonded distributors 
from transporting more than a 
gallon of untaxed alcoholic bev­ 
erage. Under the law, the Fort 
Belvoir beer could have been 
confiscated and the GI driver 
could have been tossed in the 
klink for bootlegging.

gets into his program until he

We are In the process of 
planning a proposal, to be sub­ 
mitted to the proper authorities 
for consideration, to setup a 
school to train the members 
of 
extremely 
low income 
families for job sk ills which 
it is hoped would lead to em­ 
ployment. Most of the students, 
for 
this 
training 
program, 
would come from M ississippi, 
New Madrid and Scott County 
and few of them would have com* 
pleted any more than 9 years 
of school, most considerably 
le ss. 
Many of them would be 
«functional illiterates’* that is 
they would not be able to read 
above the 5th grade level. Few 
if-any have any present em­ 
ployment skill. 
Most, if they 
have ever had a job, have been 
employed as farm labor. Also 
most of them at present are 
receiving some sort of welfare 
aid. 
This program, if approved, is 
sponsored 
through 
the Uni­ 
versity 
of 
Missouri, 
the 
M issouri 
Division of Employ­ 
ment Security and the Missouri 
State Department of Education 
and would be financed under 
the National Manpower Devel­ 
opment Program. 
No local 
taxes would be required. 
Our Board of Education and 
administration, probably in co­ 
operation with the Charleston 
School Board and administra­ 
tion and perhaps other area 
schools would be responsible 
for setting up and ope rating this 
occupational training school. It 
would be separate from the 
present programs which we are 
operating 
for 
day 
school 
students and adults. 
Hie students would attend 8 
hours per day for a period not 
to exceed 72 weeks and less 
than this if it was felt they 
had been sufficiently trained for 
employment in some useful oc­ 
cupation. Some of the possi­ 
bilities for training would be 
tot mechanics helpers, farm 
maintenance workers, service 
Station employees, custodial or 
maintenance workers, 
cooks 
helpers cr ether food servies 
or kitchen employees. The in­ 
struction would include basic 
education to teach them to read 
communicate at a reason- 
level, to do simple math- 
emetic required for their jobs, 


of course, 
m ost of the em ­ 
phasis would be on training for 
a job for which they would have 
some aptitude. 
Most of these 
people would get subsistence 
paym ents on which to live while 
being trained. 
At present few of these people 
are gainfully employed. 
None 
are 
making 
a 
reasonable 
subsistence wage forth >irfam­ 
ilies. 
If they can be trained 
for better jobs, they can then 
support and educate their fam­ 
ilies and can pay their share 
in taxes for the cost of nec es­ 
sary 
governm ent 
services. 
This type of education would 
seem to be an economical in­ 
vestm ent. 
This would be a dem onstration 
project, the first of its kind 
so far operated and could be of 
considerable value not only to 
the Individuals who are to be 
trained but to the communities 
in our area, as well. 


Our bus schedules must be 
planned to be as exact as pos­ 
sible. A bus leaving one school 
must get to another at about 
the sam e tim e each day in 
order to coordinate with the 
other buses and to keep child­ 
ren from waiting too long after 
school before they are taken 
home. 
The cars of those par­ 
ents who pick up their child­ 
ren at school, especially on 
rainy days, can and do slow 
up the buses by blocking the 
school driveways.

working his job partner is going

DesK Plan Avoids / Wallpaper Murals

T h is little work desk, carefully designed with the toddler set in mind, is just 
• right for big crayons and little fingers. Simple to build, the desk unit can 
help develop correct work and study habits. Plans are available from American 
Plywood Association, Tacoma, Washington. 


The desk seat folds under the work surface for compact, easy storage. The 
desk was designed to be built from a half sheet of DFPA plywood. The only 
other material required includes nails, glue, paint, two bolts and four washers.

Preschool children have a natural tendency toward artistic expression. 
The usual medium is crayons, and more often than not the project is an 
ambitious mural roughly three feet high and approximately as long as the 


living room wall.

A better answer is to turn the child’s natural, untamed inclinations into a 
healthy, non-destructive kind of expression.

Interior designers call them module tables, but they’re just boxes with a col­ 
lege education to most of us. 
The boxes are the result of a leaping generalization that goes something 
like this: One box, properly scaled, looks good and provides excellent storage 
space, so therefore, two or three boxes look better and provide even more. To 
make the boxes fit well together, they’re designed on a modular basis so that 
one unit can stand alone or two or three can be clustered together and still 
produce a pleasing overall scale. 
The module tables designed by the American Plywood Association for a 
do-it-yourself plan are 16-inch cubes. Two of them fitted together provide a 
coffee table. One of them standing alone at the end of a couch or next to a 
chair makes a good end table. Four of them clustered at the end of a couch 
turns the little tables into one big end table. 
From the do-it-yourself project standpoint there’s another benefit to the 
module table decorating idea: The boxes are very simple to build. And, they 
can be painted to blend into an existing color scheme or to contrast with it 
for accent. There’s easy access to the inside storage space with a %-inch 
finger-hole-lift in the center of the box top. 
The plywood association’s plan was developed so that three complete module 
boxes can be cut from a single standard 4 x 8-foot panel of Vi-inch A-A or 
medium density overlaid DFPA plywood.

EGGS-ACT INFORMATION 
The problem of which came 
first, the chicken or the egg, 
may still be a burning ques­ 
tion with som e people, but sci­ 
e n c e has at last solved a re­ 
lated m ystery.

We are in the process of 
planning a proposal, to be sub­ 
mitted to the proper authorities 
for consideration, to setup a 
school to train the members 
o f 
extremely 
low income 
fam ilies for job skills which 
it is hoped would lead to em­ 
ployment. Most of the students, 
for 
this 
training 
program, 
would come from M ississippi, 
New Madrid and Scott County 
and few of them would have com- 
pleted any more than 9 years 
of school, most considerably 
less. 
Many of them would be 
“ functional Illiterates'’ that is 
they would not be able to read 
above the 5th grade level. Few 
if-any have any present em­ 
ployment skill. 
Most, 
if they 
have ever had a job, have been 
employed as farm labor. Also 
most of them at present are 
receiving some sort of welfare 
aid. 
This program, if approved, is 
sponsored 
through 
the Uni­ 
versity 
of 
Missouri, 
the 
M issouri 
Division of Employ­ 
ment Security and the Missouri 
State Department of Education 
and would be financed under 
the National Manpower Devel­ 
opment Program. 
No local 
taxes would be required. 
Our Board of Education and 
administration, probably in co­ 
operation with the Charleston 
School Board and administra­ 
tion and perhaps other area 
schools would be responsible 
for setting up and ope rating this 
occupational training school. It 
would be separate from the 
present programs which we are 
operating 
for 
day 
school 
students and adults. 


The students would attend 8 
hours per day for a period not 
to exceed 72 weeks and less 
than this if it was felt they 
had been sufficiently trained for 
employment in some useful oc­ 
cupation. 
Some of the possi­ 
bilities for training would be 
for mechanics helpers, farm 
maintenance workers, service 
station employees, custodial or 
maintenance 
workers, 
cooks 
helpers cr ether food service 
or kitchen employees. The in­ 
struction would include basic 
education to teach them to read 
•ud communicate at a reason­ 
able level, to do simple math- 
ematic required for their jobs, 


of course, 
most of the em ­ 
phasis would be 011 training for 
a job for which they would have 
some aptitude. 
Most of these 
people would get subsistence 
paym ents on which to live while 
being trained. 
At present few of these people 
are gainfully employed. 
None 
are 
making 
a 
reasonable 
subsistence wage forth *ir fam­ 
ilies. 
If they can lie trained 
for better jobs, they can then 
support and educate their fam­ 
ilies and can pay their share 
in taxes for the cost of neces­ 
sary 
government 
services. 
This type of education would 
seem to be an economical in­ 
vestm ent. 
This would be a dem onstration 
project, the first of its kind 
so far operated and could be of 
considerable value not only to 
the individuals who are to lie 
trained but to the communities 
in our area, as well. 


Our bus schedules must be 
planned to be as exact as pos­ 
sible. A bus leaving one school 
must get to another at about 
the same time each day in 
order to coordinate with the 
other buses and to keep child­ 
ren from waiting too long after 
school before they are taken 
home. 
The cars of those par­ 
ents who pick up their child­ 
ren at school, especially on 
rainy days, can and do slow 
up the buses by blocking the 
school driveways. 
We have 
tried, without much success, to 
get the cooperation of parents 
in keeping an open driveway 
so that buses can move with­ 
out hindrance. 
It would tie a

of the country goes up a bit 
each year. 
As a result of 
this a college student no sooner 
gets into his program until he 
begins to wonder whether or 
not 4 years will be enought and 
usually when he is a senior 
he decides that another year is 
necessary so graduate school 
adm issions are up considerably 
as a result and are expected 
to double again within the de­ 
cade. 
Increased pay as a result of 
the additional year is another 
incentive and in most cases the 
graduate 
with 
a 
M asters 
Degree, which usually takes 
one year additional, also usually 
winds up with another $100 per 
month on his pay check. 
Usually it is the student who 
makes good grades in his first 
4 years who can be admitted 
to the graduate school and is 
most likel’v to go on for the 
extra training. This also adds 
another years growing college 
costs to his total educational 
bill. 


College 
fees and living ex­ 
penses are climbing - at about 
a rate of 5 to 7 per cent a 
year but, there are also ways 
to keep these costs down a bit 
with careful planning and there

schools especially 
those tax supported college and 
universities and some sm all 
private liberal a rts colleges. 
Keeping the cost down can also 
be affected some if the student 
lives at home as more and more 
are. 
There are 
increasing 
numlters of two year colleges 
or technical schools. 
These 
are usually a bit less expensive. 
There are work study pro­ 
gram s where the student can go 
to school a half year and work 
a half year and while he is 
working his job partner is going

working. 
Thus keeping the job 
going and also keeping the cost 
of his schooling down. It takes 
about twice as long but is one 
way of getting to college and 
actually we suspect that the

who pays his way. 
Yet another way of cutting the 
total cost down is to get through 
college faster by going on a 
re a r round basis rather than 
taking off for the usual sum m er 
vacation.
